In the past few years 
there have been Selectmen who 
have had a habit of closing the 
Warrant for Special Town Meet- 
ings immediately after they have 
been called. and before any cl- 


tizen could file articles for the 
meeting. 

‘The Wilmington Planning Board 
has seven articles to file. and 
Mr. Gillis of that board is talk- 
ing of submitting an article hav- 
ing to do with roadside signs. 

It is also understood that the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission is considering the sub- 
mission of an article calling for 
Flood Plain Zoning.

On April 29th the Town Crier 
had the latest picture of a 1921 
truck. now in the Edaville Museum 
in South Carver, Mass, Old Tim- 
ers in Wilmington knew that truck 
well. New-comers - well they 
mightas well learn of it. for it 
has a wondrous tale to relate 

Herbert C. Barrows was for 
many years a farmer, contractor. 
logger and nurseryman. in Wil 
mington. He bought a farm in 
1897 or thereabouts, at the cor: 
ner of Woburn Street and Lowell 
Street for $700 - 100 acres of 
farmland that is mostly the d 
main of Avco today. Herb sold 
70 acres of that land to Aveo in 
1955 for $70,000 

He had been a school teacher. 
in Reading, and was a little wiry 
fellow with considerable athletic 
prowess. An excellent horseman 
he raced sulkies in Wakefield 
and Medford, as a youth, and when 
he became a Wilmington farmer 
he raised horses - good horses 


Herb, to his very last days, could 
tell you the traits of any horse he 
ever owned. He was also a town 
official - Selectman - Chairman 
of the Finance Committee. a post 
he held for twenty-five years, and 
he never missed a Town Meeting 
for fifty years or more 

But this story is about the truck 
that he owned, he and his son 
Bobby after him

tinker with that 1921 truck. Just 
how many things were done the 
writer does not know ~ but this 
much is known - they put on a set 
of air brakes which would stop 
that truck on half a dime, 

It came equipped with two wheel 
mechanical brakes. Eddie Sar- 
gent, retired Water Works 
intendent was one of the first to 
drive that truck, and he says he 
had it up to sixty miles an hour 
and was wondering what would 
happen if he had to use those 
mechanical brakes. 

Luke and Bobby and Henny 
Penny and Morris put in a com- 
pressor which operated off the 
drive shaft. and an air tank which 
was capable of holding a pretty 
good pressure. Then they equip- 
ped the truck with four wheel 
brakes. and if Eddy Sargent ever 
drove that truck again, he 
wouldn't have to worry about it 
stopping. 

They put in other facilities too, 
to operate off compressed air. 
The windshield wipers, for in- 
stance, and a. new-fangled idea 
called a self-starter. Yes. - 
Bobby would get into the cab and 
pull one of several ropes he had 
there. There would be a blast of 
air and the engine would be going 
None of this business of having to 
crank up the engine. to get it 
started 

That truck just kept on going. 
and going, and going Herb had 
plenty of spare parts. and after 
twenty years it was still just like 
new. So it was afterthirty years 

The story is told that the Chief 


of Police. one time in the 1940's, 
came out of a meeting with the 
Finance Committee swearing 


that the truck would never pass 
the auto inspection. The Finance 
‘ommittee was sometimes pretty 
rough on the town departments, 
and possibly the Chief of Police 
had a point. And while it may not 
have been nice to be angry at the 
man who was the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee. if a Chief of 
Police knew of a vehicle which 
could not pass the state inspec- 
tion he was. of course. duty 
bound to take action 

But that old International always 
passed inspection. It was the 
only truck on the road with air 
brakes - four wheel brakes too. 
And. after passing its annual 
inspection it could do something 
no other truck could do - give 
off a little snort - as from its 
nostrils. as it started down the 
road. 

Bobby died in 1963. The truck 
was still going strong - but only 
Bobby knew what all the ropes 
and levers in the cab were for 

Mrs. Robert Barrows sent the 
truck down to Gildart’s Garage 
now Wallace Motors) and Larry 
Gildart had it painted and 
freshened up. and Mrs. Barrows 
gave the truck to the Edaville 
Museum. where it stands today 

It was the second oldest truck in 
service. in the United States, and 
presumably in the world. when 
it was retired in 1963. And there 
are those who have told the Town 
Crier that they are planning to 
take a trip to South Carver on 
of these days. to have another 
look at that truck

Robert Barrows, who was better 
known as Bobby Barrows, was 
a {riend of everyone in Wilming- 
ton He and his wife Beulah lived 
at the corner of Woburn and 
Lowell Streets 

Bobby always worked for his dad 
but in his heart he would have 


liked to have been a railroad 
engineer. He was always taking 
trips to railroads in some far 


part of the country, to inspect 
some railroad, as part of a rail- 
road enthusiast group. 

He was friendly to a fault. The 
only time the writer ever heard 
his express displeasure was 
when his dad sold the 70 acres of 
land where Avco stands. Bobby 
didn't like that 

One day. standing with the wri- 
ter, watching the erection of Avco 
Bobby said: ‘Some day that is 
going to be the Wilmington Town 
Hall. and it will be the finest 
Town Hall in the world!

Wilmington and the 
Share Program 


Dr. Paul Strudler, at a recent 
meeting with the Wilmington 
School Committee lauded both the 
School and Drug Committee for 
being willing to try new programs 
to overcome the problem of Drug 
Abuse in Wilmington. 

At one point in his remarks, Stru- 
dier said the Drug Committee had 

active to the point of calling 
him twenty-four hours a day if 
they had questions. 

Strudier also stated that Wil- 
mington had received more than 
their monies worth of services 
from SHARE because it has been 
$0 active. Young people have 
been referred to Anabasis House 
in Lowell for rehabilitation and 
the school system has had the 
Fesources of SHARE to draw on. 

Share will work in several pri- 
mary areas Strudler told the 
committee: Those areas are pre- 
yentative education, crisis inter- 
vention and rehabilitation 


Wilmington is involved. in all 
these programs, and at the pre- 
sent time a Satellite Center is 
being planned to offer an alterna- 
tive to the use of drugs. through 
arts and crafts. The Drug Com- 
mittee and Mrs. Patricia Gagnon 
of the Wilmington School System 
have been involved in obtaining the 
Satellite Center for the town 
Several young people are cur- 
rently working with the new di- 
rector of the center, John Fronk, 
to get the center in order. 

The Town of Wilmington is 
cited by Strudler as a model 
town in his talks to young people 
in other areas. These young peo- 
ple often feel that no changes can 
be made. Wilmington is the ex- 
ample of a town that shows it 
cares to make the necessary 
changes needed to stem the tide 
of drug abuse now and in the 
future. 

Strudler’s remarks were very 


complimentary to the efforts of 
both the School and Drug Com- 
mittee who have worked together 
on this problem.
